A year ago Monday, June 28. 1914, a 
Serbian fanatic fired tne snot which 
plunged the world into the greatest 
war of afl time, Garvio Prina'p, a 
poor student, enacted at the little town 
of Sarajeyo, in \Bosnia. the crime 
Which the lifeblgod of millions of men 
has failed to erase. He shot and k‘l- 
led the Austrian Archduke Frederick 


and his wife. 


Bosnia, ground under the heel of 
the Hapsburgs, actually a portion of 
Austria, but nating the Austrian feu- 
dal lords with the sullen undying 
hatred of the Slav nature, was the 
stage upon which the prologue of the 
present tragedy wis played. On the 
day of June 28, outwardly gay, with 
flags flying and buoyant demonstra- 
tions. the Httle town of Sarejevo wel- 
comed the proud heir to the throne of 
the dual inonarchy. In the midst of 
his triumphal procession throush the 
town the archduke and his wife were 
stricken dead in their carriage, tie 
Victims of an assassin's bullet. 

There were no riots at the time, 
and the outbursts were compurativels 
moderate The police apprehended 
Prinzip and threw him into jail chare- 
ed with the murder of the Austrian 
archduke.
